CHAPTER n.

ment upon the subject-matier, and its otlic-iul cuustruction of the law, us it 
exists, in relation thereto. By the force of naval law, and regulations 
made in conformity therewith, the following principles are established and 
exist as essentials of all military service, witnont which there can be neither 
command, discipline, nor responsit)ility. 

I. Officers intrusted with the cummaudot vessels of war or naval stations, or Preowdence of 
with the command or direction of any military expedition or duty, whatever ^(••ually la 
their rank, mtist, while properly in such command or direction, have full 

command, authority, and prectfdence over all officers and persons, of what- 
ever rank, serving in such vessel, station, or expedition, or in the execution 
of such duty. This authority and precedence will descend to the officer or 
person oo whom such tmmmi or direction maj devolve 1^ reason of the 
death, disaUlity, or absence of the person otherwise ki comnuuid mr diieo- 
tiou. 

II. In ease of the death, dlsaUlitv, or absence of an officer in military lucaiwofdeaUi, 
command or direction, this command and direction, with all its authority dtiabiUtri or ab- 
and precedence, devolves and rests upon the Liae-Officer next in rank* who ■••>*•• 

may i>e present. The direction of all courts and boards, auJ jneredenco 
thereon, and in all processions on shore, will devolve upon the oliicer next 
in rank wbo may be present, without regard to the corps to which he be- 
longs. 

III. Officers of the Staff Corps of the Navy will, on all occasions, be treated Offlears of the 
with the same respect as officers of corresponding rank in the Line, not in fltalf^Oerpa. 
command, under like drca m stance s . Their legal rank carries with it the same 

personal dignity, and is to receive, in all reKpects, the same consideration. 

If they are at any time subordinated, for any piii |io.se of organization or duty, 
to the exercise of authority delegated by law to ttieir juniors in actual or relative 
rank, it is for reasons growing out of the necessities of military service, 
operating alike on all officers of both Line and Statl' under like circnmstances, 
and subject to the same conditions applicable to all. The right of military 
command and to additional quarters is restricted by law. 

IV. No officer of any grade of the Navy is authorized, by virtue of his own No privneg«ean 
mere rank and authority, to give any order or grant any privilege, permis- i^'^T^'^ J^ * 
sion, or liberty to bis senior in rank of any corps ; nor is atiy senior officer except. *^ 
required to receive such order, privilege, permLssion, or liberty from his 

jnuior, unles.s such junior is at the time in command of tile vessel of war or 
naval station to which the seuior is attached, or in command or direction of 
the military expedition or duty on which such senior is serving ; and no 
cuuimanding officer i8 authorized to delegate to any junior the nuthority to 
grant any permission, privilege, or liberty to his senior, but must himself 
leodve and hear, under proper regnlations, any request therefor from sneh 
senior, satisfying himself as to its propriety, and deciding the matter in the 
exerci.se of his own authority. Any oiiicer on shipboard, however, who is 
intrusted, by general provision or special order of proper anthocity, with any 
duty, the present pertormanee of which may involve tbe movements of the 
ship itself, or the attitude of the ship's company as a whole, represmts iiie 
Commandant for that purpose, and ia hatrusted, for the time, with all the 
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Huthority necessary for the propor porfitrmfttice of such tlnty ; hdJ all officers 
of whatever rauk, are reqaired to assist in carrying out such duly, aud to 
receive and excento his orders for that piirpoHe; nor will he be interfered 

with therein, unless by the CominanJatit. or tho officer next io eODintftOdi 
who is entilleU to relieve Lim iu the perturmauce of such duly. 



Aid or Execu- 'Y\^Q efficiency of every military organization reuuires of the commaudine 
oMdiDg Vffieer ««^hority, besides the (jeneral duties of command and direction, the add^ 
tional duties of organization, polico, and inspection ; all these appertain to 
and go with the command. For tho relief of the Commanding Officer they 
HTi; usually intrusted, in their details, to subordinates, but they are performed 
by his authority and under liis direction. On shipboard, the Secretary of the 
Navy, by snthorityof law, designates the settlor Line-OAeer to perform these 
duties in addition to the ordinary iliit'oM ns^ipiicd to him as siu'h Line-Officer 
attached to the ship. The otHcer so designated is called, for the time being, 
the "Aid or Executive of the Commanding Officer.** This is not a new rank $ 
nor has the officer, by virtue of the title, or in consequence of the detail, any 
new, '* independent authority. " It is merely a designation of the officer who, 
for the relief of the Coniinandant, and by iiis autluuiiy alone. t-aiTies out, on 
board the sliip, the details of oreaiiizalion, tnsptclion, and polict; duties cor^ 
responding to those which, in the Army, are performed by the Adjatants, In- 
spectors, and Oftirers of the Dfiy. 
^'^Ii/^^n***'^ ^' ofbccr iu cliarge ot tlie police of the ship, and the execution of all 

OTsr aUfletail,«c provisions made for her general goou condition, appearance, and safety, hisdu* 
tiesare constant, and call him everywhere, and give him, as representative of 
the Commandant for that purpose, charge of, and authority over, the details 
notesHary to the proper i>erformanc.e of all police duties. To this authority, 
all officers and persons are required to yield toll and prompt acquiescence. 
ItotltU^.i; 1 n ake tiiQ Inspecting Officer of the ship, reijuired, at stated periods, to ox- 

gSfWiBSl exam a- j^,,,-,,,^ report her general condition and efficiency, in sill her departments, 
he is entitled to make personal examination of and report upon all these, aud, 
for that purpose, every facility is to be afforded him by every officer of every 
departmeut. The reports of the Heads of Departments aie made to the Com- 
manding Officer. 

^rt»«1w*|*of III. As the officer to whom the details of the organization of the ship's 
pataosi, *«. company are intrusted, he is the proper person to station the officers and 
crew, and to prepare, form, parade, and present tliem in pi^per attitude for 
review and inspection by the Commandant or other proper officer; and, for 
this purpose, he has authority to take preliminary charge of all formations 
and parades, to see that the whole is properly or^'unized and paraded, and to 
receive the reports of every part, and transmit them as a whole. 
Defining the del- ly. These dotles of organisation, inspection, and police devolve upon the 
tuttwBwwrtlw "'^'^ Executive of the Commanding Officer of a vessel of war," by virtue 
ot his detail as such "Aid or Executive," and they, and the exercise 
of the anthority necessary to execute them, are recognized by all military 
law and naage, and by the statute which authorizes his designation. But 
they are duties pertaining to the command, delegated, under sanction of law , 
by the Commanding Officer to his "Aid or Exeeutive." who, in carrying them 
out, is " executing the orders of the Commanding Officer," aud the authority ex- 
ercised as necessary to their execution is the authority of " the Commanding 
Officer," exercised l)y his "Aid or Executive," and not the authority of the 
•'Aid or Executive " himself. By the express provision of the statiite, this 
officer has " no independent authority " as sucii "Aid or Executive," but 
exerdses only the authority necessarily delegated for the execution "of the 
orders of the Commanding Officer.** This delegated authority, however, 1« 
recognized by the statute which confers on the "Aid or Executive." wliile 
exercising it, " precedence over all officers attached to the ship," ot whatever 
rank or corps.

drlcfrafc tlic ilntics of it to another, nor avoid its burdens, nor escape its re- 
spousibilities ; and iiis "Aid or Executive,'' in the exercise of the power f;iveu 
toblm for "executing the orders of the Comroandin^ Officer.'' must keephim- 
aelT ooustantly informed of the Commander's opinions and wishee thereon ; 
and whenever and as soon as he may be uninformed or in doubt as to such 
opinions or wishes, he must remedy such defect by prompt and personal 
application, to the end that the authority of the Commandant may be used 
only to carry ont bis own Tiews ; and that he may not be, by its unwarranted 
exorcise, in any measure relieved from his official responsibilities, which 
can neither be assumed by nor fall upon any other officer. 

VI. The details of these duties may bo more fully defined by general or TheExecuUv«of 
special orders and leenlationB, but the ''Aid or Executive of the Command* l^J 

io(r Officer of a Yessel of war'» has, assncb "Aid or Executive,*' no other J™,Xr»mhority' 
duties or mitliority except those which come within the scope of the above e^ept. 
descriptions; and any other authority at any time to be exercised by the 
officer designated as such "Aid or Executive" must be such authority only 
as belonpfs to him by virtue of his rank in the line. This is hiH, in his own 
right, with uU the power and precedence which beloug to it, but it is to be 
exercised only according to the g«nenl mles govemiDg alike all officers of 
all corps and every grade. 

VII. It is not necessary, nor consistent with military usage and efficiency, Bsecative not 
that the "Aid or Executive " should be re(}uired to announce with every order rwqalwd to stale,

The delegated character of this author- 
ity is fully understood, and is defined by the statute, which contemplates

this does not interfere with the duty of all such officers to recognize and 
acquiesce in the authority delegated to the "Aid or E.\ecutive" for the pur- 
pose of police, organization, and inspection as aforesaid, nor confer upon any 
such officer the right to interrupt the ordinary course of military organiza- 
tion or duty, while in aetnal execution, for the purpose of making such com- 
munication. Every officer in charge of a department has, of course, the gen- 
eral right, at all proper times, to communicate and confer directly with the 
naponsible Commanding Officer concerning any matter relating to his de- 
partmeut ; and his duty to do so is absolute, whenever be thinks it neecs- 
eary for the good of his department or of the service.

Section L—Itewarda.

Directiong to The following directions will bo observed by all Commanding Officers of 
oomtnanding offl- vessels in respect to good-conduct classes, badges, and discbaigee ; to grant* 
cer In regard to liberty on shore to ships' companies, and to the aUowaaoe of Ubertv* 

good •con duct r~ r * 

claosefi, badges, ^^i, 

&c., granting leave I. When a vessel is fitted for sea, and has her crew on board, herCom- 
and induigwioefl. mending Officer will at once commence to designate her crow, in the order 
of (rood eondnct, in fonr classes, viz, Ist, 2d, 3d, and 4th. 

II. This classification of the crew should be governed at its commence- 
ment by the possession on the part of the men of honorable discbarges, medals 
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ofbonor, conlinnons-.ser%Mco cortificates, pood-oonduot Imdgo'i, f^ood-conduct 
discharges, and auy other reliable iaiormatiou that caa be obtaiued by reler- 
enoe to the Bureau of Equipment and Reeraitinp, or firom other wmroaB, as 
to the previous character of the men. 

III. Aa the cruise progresses such changes 8hould be made in the classes 
as may be warranted by the conduct of the men, either for the better or for 
the worse ; the eeneral character of the men ia to have its doe weight, and 
proper consideration is to be shown to such men at have been noted for acts 
of gallantry during; war or previnus st rvici', or durinp the cruise. 

IV. The surest way to make men couteuted on shipboard, and attached to 
the service. Is to make them feel that our ships of war are their homes, and 
to make it HppArrnt to them that dieir intereste will be well eared for while 
they remain in the Navy. 

V. The men should also be made awaie thai their good eondaet will enti- 
tle them to eveij practical indalgeoee. 

VL Flrsfe^ass-condnet men shoiild be allowed sneh recreations as may 
be compatihlo with the demands of duty and with tiic f xiirt'ncii'.s of foreign 
service ; and an appropriate distinction ahoald be made betweou them and the 
net of ibe erew; but this distinetion ehonld not be so marked as to ezdte 
discontent among the ship's company. 

Vll. Fir9t-cla.H8-conduct mon should be allowed to go on shore very fre- 
quently in ports where the ship lies convenient to tbe landing, and where grant- 
ing liberty is onolyectionable. la such instaneiBe a portion of tliem might be 
aent on snore drily, after the woric and ezerdses are ended, to return on mmrd 
by 10 p. m. ; but, on any special occasion, to have leave until a later hour. 

VI Ii. In addition to this evening-leave, tirst-class-conduct men luay also 
have, at the discretion of the Commanding Officer, liberty on shore for twenty- 
four hours twire a month; and, if out of debt, may also, with the approval 
of the Conimandin<r Officer, draw from the Pay OHicer uae-ttiird ot their 
monthly pay per month while in port. 

IX. Second-class-conduct men may be allowed, at the discretion of the Com- 
manding Officer, liberty on shore for twenty.fonr hours once a month ; and, 
if out of dcht, niaj' also, with the approval of the Commanding^ Officer, draw 
from the I*ay Oflficer one-fourth, ot their monthly pay per month while in 
port. 

X. Third-class-conduct men may be allowed, at the discretion of the Com- 
manding OfiScer, liberty on shore once in six wwks fur twenty-four hours; 
and, if out of debt, may also, with the approval of the Commanding Officer, 
draw from the Pay Oliicer one- fifth of their monthly pay per mouth while in 
port. 

XI. Fdiirth-class-conduct men may be allowed, at the discretion of Iha 
Comniandinfr Oftiter, liberty on shore for twenty-four hours ouce in tWO 
months; and, if out of debt, may also, with the approval of the GrOmmaild- 
ing Officer, draw from the Pay Officer one-fifth of their monthly pay per month 
while in ° port. 

XII. In ports the linhealthine.s8 of which may render it unadvisablo to 
•end the crew on shore on liberty, such indulgence is not to be granted ; and 
in any eaae, in a foreign port, the permission of the proper loeal anthor^ 
itiee must first be obtained ; otiierwise, utdess the exipfencies of the service 
•hall prevent the grunting liberty to the crew, uo one of the ship's company 
•hall be deprived of liberty on shore for more than three months, except be be 
eoafined under eentence of court-martial, or under arrest for trial by court- 
martial. 

XIII. In ports where liberty cannot be granted, a proportionate amount of 
the money allowed for liberty may be expended for mess-expenses and for the 
**lmmboat,** in addition to the stopped rations. 

XIV. The Executive Officer is 1 1 sei* tliat ench man contributes his proper 
portion of money so received to the cook or caterer of his nie.ss, who shall he 
responsible for the safe keeping and proper expenditure of it. 

XV. lu order to lessen the temptation to gambling and pilfering on sbip- 
l>oardf Commanding Officers will not permit libertv-money to be paid to the 
erew at aea, nor mini the neoe^Bary duties are pernmned after aoehoriog in 
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f»OTt ; nor winiibertj-iMnej be paid, as provided ii) paragraph 13, if the ship 
U-H too far from ahon to permit bnmboets to come off or mew stone to be 

received, 

XVI. The teqnisite qualifications for first-cltiss-conduot men are as 
lows : Rtrirt attentioa to duty, implicit and rejidy obedienco lo orders, sobri- 
ety, alac rity, coura)(eou9 conduct, ueatness of jpursoD aud of dress, quiet and 
respectfu 1 demeanor, and general nseftiliieaa. This dMsificatioa will be irre* 
spective of raUne. 

XVIT. Second, third, and fourth elasi conduct men will be designated from 

tbrir ♦'xliihition, in a Irss dep^roi', of tlie qinilitios ennmerated in paragraph 
X yi, o r from their want of tbem or of any of them. 

XYIII. A separate conduct-report will be Icept for boys ; and when boys 
are sent on shore on liberty they will be put under Uie ohwrgttof a Petty 
Officer, or of a Non-commissioned Officer of Marines. 

XIX. At tbc end of a cruise, fir:*t-cliis,s-conduct nion will receive their pood- 
conduct badges before being discliarged. The badge will be presented by 
the Commanaing OflSoer at a spedal or at a general mnator. ' 

X X . Good-conduot badges aro to be wpm at general musten and on oeca- 
sioiis of ceremony. 

XXI. Second-class conduct men may receive a grood-conduct discharge If 
they have been but slightly behind the first-class requirements, and if they have 
shown a commendable desire to make up for any remissness in conduct ; but 
they are not to yctxive a good-condiu-t badge. A good-conduct discbarge 
will be of advantage as a recommendation on le-enteriog the service or in 
seeking other employment.

Section 11.— Punishments, 

The punishment for offi-nses committed by persons belonging to the Nayy 
are prescribed by law in the "Articles for the Government of the Navy.** —

At 
the close of each mouth be will render to the mess a statemeut of the account 
of the mesa, with his receipts, expenditures, and balance on hand, if any, 
together with any bills remaining unpaid. lie is to incur no indebtedness 
which cannot he discharged by the fuuds appropriated lor the mess, and lie 
will see that all Mils are paid before leaving a port. If, however, rrom the 
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noexpected sailing of the vessel, or from drcamstaaces bejond his control, 
be la forced to leave any billH nnpaid, he will report the namber aod aiiMNiot 
to the Commanding Offieer, who will take meaaoree to have them pwd aa 

soon aa possible.

CHAPTER XIII. 

Approval of requisitions, purchased, and articles delivered — 

accounts. 

Section L — Approval of requisUions, purciiasca, and articles delivered, 

1. 

The reiponal- The approval of a requisition is to be considered as a certificate on the 
blUty of Hpiiroval part of the approving officer that, in his opinion, the articles are necessary 
of reqaisiUoos. ^j^j conformable to the established allowances ; and the approval of requisi- 
tions by the officer whoso approval will authorize their procurement or 
delivery according to these regulations or to instructions from the Navy 
Department is to have the f4»ce and responsibility of an order* In the pro* 
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cnrement and expenditure of storea, commanding and all ntlipr dfficers are per- 
emptorily enjoined tu bo governed by the allowances eHtablished by the 
NavT Department, and, by the exercise of economy, to make them last for 
the fall time specified, and longer if practicable. Unless in a case of abso^ 
Htte necessity, arisinf^ from accident or condemnation by survey, which 
miist be pltiinly slati-d on the face of the requisition, or unless the Hrticlo be 
of a character the quantity of which cannot be regulated,. such as tar, oil for 
Iraniing, oil or talloir (or lubrieating, waste, emery, riviets, files, boiler-iron, 
material for making; or repairing joints about steam-works, slaked lime, a 
disinfectant, a medicinal, or stationery for the Commander-in-Chief, no deoirtafa 
departure from the allowances will be tolerated. Commanding Ofhcers will be from anowweeik 
held to a strict aocoant for any requisitions thej may approve in violation of 
these inatmetloot, and for any want of care or interest on their part to Mcnre 
economy in the use of the property over which they are nMjuired to exercise 
control; they will forward copies of bills of purchases to the proper Bureau Copies of billi of 
of the Navy Department, accompanying them with a statement of the quau- purcfiMetobiimt 
tity of the articles pat on board when the vessel was fitted oat, and the data ^ 
of their final expenditare.

The approval or sinrniiture of a Commanding Officer to a mustor-book or Approval of a 
muster-roll is to be considered as his certificate of tho correctness of all ™asCer»rolL 
the entries made therein in relation to the date of enlistment, ratings, terms, 
and €aq>iiialioii of terrioe.

The approval of a Commandhig Officer to a pay-roll, or to a transfisr^roU ^PP'I^ 

or account, given to or sent with ukmi transferred, i.s his certificate of the 
correctness of those parts relating to the dat<^>s of enlisttneat, ratings, terms, 
and expiration of servicoi but the correctness of those parts relating to their 
accounts is upon the VMpoiuibiiiij of the Paj Officer, and to be certified 
by his signature.

The approval of an officer to a bill for articles purchased or services ren- Approval on 
dered is to be received as a certificate that the purchase or service was duly 
aathoriied : that the articles have been received by a responsible officer or 
that the senrioe has been performed ; that they eonfonn to the contract or 
aie satisfactory as regards tlie pi>rforiiiHtu-e of the duty and the quality and 
price of the articles ; but he is not responsible for the correctness of the caU 
cnlations determining tho amounts charged. The person receiptinff all bills Reipoiuiba ity 
of articles is to examine and report any eiron, and tbepttTBOii pa^^ng them ^yJJn 
will be responsible for their correctness. *■

Tf a requisition of a Pay OfiBcor for money require the approval of an

ARTICLES FOK THE GOVEliXMENT OF THE U^iITEU STATES NAVY. 
The Navy of IIm Unitad States thaXi be gorerued by the following Artiolee : 

ARTfCLC 1. 

The commanders of all Heets, squadrons, naval stations, and vensels belnnpiiip to the 
Navy are required to show in tliemdelves a good example of virtue, honor, patriotism, and 
subordination ; to be vigilant in inspecting the conduct of all persons who are placed under 
their command ; to guard against and suppress all dissolute and immoral practices, and to 
correct, nccorJiiip;' to the laws and r^g illations of the Navy, all persoiH who are guilty of 
tbem ; and any such commaDder wbo offends against tbis article shall be panisbed as a 
eonrt'ouurtial m^jr direet. 

Article 8. 

The commanders of vessels and naval stations to whi( h cliaplains au attached shall 
cause divine service to be performed on Sunday, whenever the weather and other circam> 
stances allow it to he done ; and it is earnestly recommended to all ofKuera, seamen, and 
others in the naval servloe diligently to attend at every performance of the wonhip of Al> 
mighty God. 

Article 3. 

Any irrevereut or uabecoraiug behavior during divine service shall be punished as a gen- 
eral or Bttrnmaiy oomt-martial may direct. 

Article 4. 

The punishment of death, or such other punishment as a court-martial may adjudge, may 
be inflicted on any person in the naval service— 

1. Who makes, or attempts to make, or niiites with any mutiny or mutinous assembly, 
or, being witness to or present at any mutiny, does not do his utmost to suppress it ; or, 
knowing of any unitinous assembly or of any intended mutiny, does not immediately com* 
municate his linow ledge to his superior or commanding oflicer; 

2. Or disobeys the lawful orders of his superior officer ; 

o. Or ^strikes or assuolt.s. or attempts or threatens to Strike or asfauU, his superior olfioer 
while in the execution of the duties of his office ; 

4. Or gives any intelligence to, or holds or enterttUns any intercourse with, an enemy or 

rebel, without leave from fh«' President, the Secretary of the Navy, the commander-in-chief 
of the tieet^ the commander of the squadron, or, iu case of a vessel acting singly, from his 
commanding officer; 

5. Or receives any meesage or letter from an enemy or rel>el, or, b^ng aware of the un- 
htwful reception of snch message or letter, fails to take the esuilest opportunity to inform 

his superior or commandinp ofVu er tlieri'uf ; 
(i. Or, iu time of war, deserts or entices others to desert ; 

7. Or, in time of war, deserts or betrays his trust, or entices or ^ds others to desert or 

betray their trust ; 

3. Or sleeps upon his watch ; 

9. Or leaves his station before being r^gulirly relieved ; 

10. Or intentionally or willfully suffers any rwmA of the Navy to be stranded, or mn 
upon rocks or shoals, or Improperly hazarded ; or malldously or willfully iiiyures any ves- 
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sel of the Navy, or any part of her tackle, armament, or equiptnent» wfaenby tilt Sftfotj of 
the vessel is hasarded or the lives of tbe crow exposed to diuiffer : 

11. Or nitlawfony sets on flra, or otimrwfse nnhiwAillj destroys, any public property not 
at the time in possession of an enemy, pirate, or n^bel ; 

12. Or strikes or attempts to strike tbe tlag to an enemy or rebel, vrithout proper author- 
ity, or, when engagfed in battle, treacheroosly yields or pmillanimously cries for Quarter ; 

13. Or, in time of battle, displays cowardice, neglig^ence. or diaaffectioa^ or withoraws firom 
or keeps out of daneer to which he should expose himself ; 

14. Or, in tiino of battle, deserts his duty or stntion, or entices others to do so ; 

15. Or does not properly observe tbe orders of bis comotaudinjf officer, and use his utmost 
•serttoiiB to carry tbem into tzocntioii, wben ordered to prepare for or join in, or wben 
actually enpaped in, battle, or wliile in sirrbt of an enemy ; 

It). Or, being in command ut a de«t, squadron, or vessel acting singly, neglects, wben an 
onfcagement is probable, or wben an armed venel of an enemy or rebel is in ri|(ht, to pre* 
pare and clear his ship or ships for aetion ; 

17. Or does not, upon signal for battle, use bis utmost exertions to join in battle ; 

1 H. Or fiula to eneouTBge. in hia own penon, his inftrior officers and men to fi^^bt oooraf- 
geously ; 

19. Or does not do bis utmost to oveitake and capture or destroy any vessel wbieh it is 

his duly to encounter ; 

20. Or does not afford all practicable relief and assistance to vessels belonging to tbe 
United States or tbeir alHes when encaged in battle. 

Articlb 5. 

All persons who, in time of war, or of rebellion against the supreme authority of the 
United States, come or are founJ iu the capacity of spies, or who bring or deliver any 
aeducing letter or message from an enemy or rebel, or endeavor to corrupt any person in 
tbe Kavy to betr^ liis trust, abaU anfer death, or soeh odMV pwaishment as a oonrt-maitial 
may adjudge. 

Article 6. 

If any person belonging to any nnbUe vessel of the United States commits tbe crime of 
murder without the tttiilovisl jumdietion thereof, he may 1>e tried by eonrt^narfeul moA 
punished with death. 

ARTtCLE 7. 

A naval court-martial may adjudge tbe punishment or imprisonment for life, or for n 
stated term, at bard labor, in any ease where it is aotborised to adjudge the punishment of 

denth ; and such sentences of imprisonment and hard labor mny he carried into execution 
i n any prison or penitentiary under the control of the Unite^d States, or which the United 
States may be allowed, by the legislature of any State, to use: and persons so imprieomd 
in the prison or penitentiary of nny State or Territory shall be subject, in all respects, to 
the same discipline and treatment as convicts seulauced by the uourtii of tbe State or 'terri- 
tory in which the same may be situated. 

Articlb 8. 

Such punishment as a court-martial may adjudge may be inflicted on any person in the 
Navy — 

1. Who is guilty of profane swearing, falsehood, drunkenness, gambling, fraud, thefi, or 
any other seandaloos oondnek tending to tbe destmotion of good morals ; 

2. Or is gidl^ of eroelly toward, or oppression or maltreatment of, any person subject to 

his orders ; 

3. Or quarrels with, strikes, or assaults, or uses provokbigor reproachful words, gestarai, 

or menaces toward, any person in the Navy; 

4. Or endeavors to foment quarrels between other persons in the Navy; 

.'>. Or sends or accepts a challenfje to fight a duel or acts as a second in a duel ; 

6. Or treats his superior officer with contempt, or is disrespectful to him in language or 
deportment, while in the exeeutlon of bis office ; • 

7. Or ioins in or abets any comhi nation to weaken the lawfal authority of, or lessen tiie 
respect due to, his commanding officer; 

Si Or Otters aigrssditfoas or mntinoos words ( 
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9. Or is negligent or careleaa in obeying orders, or culpably inefficient in the performance 
of duty: 

1 0. Or does not UM hit best eurtloiu to prevent the unlawfal daetraction of public prop- 
erty by others ; 

1 1. Ort tbrongh inattention or nej^ ligeuce, waSm eoy Teasel of the NaTj to be atnoded, 
or nmiipon a rocic or shoal, or hazarded ; 

19. Or, when attached to any vessel appointed as convoy to any raerehant or other Teesele, 

fails diligently to perform his duty, or demands or exacts any compensation for hie eerTioeSf 
or maltreats the officers or crews of such merchant or other vessels ; 

13. Or takes, reeelves, or permits to be received, on board the veesel to which he is at- 
tached, any goods or merchandise, for freight, sale, or traffic, except g'old, silver, or jewels, 
for frei{;lu or safe-keeping; or demands or receives any compensation for the receipt or 
tmnsportatiun of any other article tliaa gold, eilver, or Jewell, without authority from the 
PresideDt or Secretary of the Navy ;

22. Or receives or entertains any deserter fiom any other vessel of the Navy, kuowlttg 
him to be such, and does not, with all oonvenient speed, give notioe of such d e s ert s r to the 
commander of the vessel to which he bdongs, or to the commaoder-in-chiel^ or to the com- 
mander of the squadron. 

Article 9. 

Any officer who absents himself from his command without leave niayt by the sentence ot 
a court-martial, be reduced to the rating of an ordinary seaman. 

Article 10. 

Any commissioned officer of the Navy or Marine Corps who, having tendered his resigna- 
tion, quits his post or proper duties without leave, and with intent to remain permanently 
absent therefrom, prior to due notice of the acceptance of such rMignation, shall be deemed 
and punished aa a deserter. 

Articxb 11. 

No person in the naval service shall procure stoves or other arttcles or supplies Smt, and 
dispo.se tiicreof to, the officers or eidisted tiu-n oil vcssels of the Mavy, or at uavy-yards or 
naval stations, for his own account or benetit. 

Article 12. 

No person connected with the Navy shall, under any pretense, import in a public vessel 
any arade which is liable to the payment of du^. 

Article la. 

Distilled spirits shall be admitted on board of vessels of war only upon the order and un- 
der the control of the medical officer* of such vessels, and to be used only for medical pur^ 

poses. 

Articlb 14. 

Tine and imprisonment, or such other punishment as a court- marUal may adjudge, shall 
be inflicted upon any person in the naval service of the United States — 
Who prssents or causes to be presented to any person in the civil, military, or naval serr* 
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ice thereof, for Approval or payment, any claim aarain<tt the United States or unj officer 

tlipr<»nf, knowin(r mich claim to be false or fraudulent ; or 

Wlio I'litfrs into any ii<,'n * int ut or conspiracy to dftraud the United States by obtaining', 
or aiding others to obtain, the allowance or payment of any falM or fraudulent claim ; or 

Who, for the purpose of obtaininf^, or afdln|^ others to obtain, the approTa), ailowanoe, or 
pnynuMit of any i-hiiin a<xninst llic l^nitod Si:t!('». or a^rtinst any officer thcit'of. makes or 
uses, or proL'ure« or advises tlio niuUint; or ust> of, any writing or otlier paptr, l^nowing the 
same to contain anj false or fraudulent »itatetnent ; or 

Who, for the parpose uf obtaining', or aiding others to obtain, the approval, allowance, or 
payment of any claim aj^ainst the United States or any officer thereof, makes or procures or 
h K i>* s t)i«^ nitikin^ of «nj onUi to any fiMSt, or to any writing or other paper, Icnowinff each 
oath to be falae ; or 

Who, for the purpose of oblaininir. or aidinif^ others to obtain, the approval, allowance,^ or 

payment of any claim apainst the I'nitcd Stiitcs or imy ofTicer fhcr«'of. forpres or counterfeits, 
or procures or advises tbu iurging or couuterluitiu}; of any iiiguature upon auy writing or 
other paper, or uses or procures or adyises the use of any such signature, knowing the same 

to be for^d or counterfeited ; or 

Who, bavinp charpe, possession, custody, or control of any money or other property of 
tlic Fnifcil Stuffs, furnishHd or intended for the navMl sei vici' tlusreof, kno\vin;^!y 'li livcrs, ar 
f anscs to hv deiivi-red, to any person having authority to receive the same, auy amount 
tlieit'iif l< ss than that for which he receives a eertificate or receipt; or 

Wiio, btnng^ authorized to make or deliver any paper eertifying;^ the receipt of any money 
or otiier property of the United 8tttte.s, turnished or intended for the naval service thereof, 
makes or delivers to any person such writing, without having full knowledge of the tmkh of 
the statement therein contained, and with intent to defraud tne United States; or 

Who steals, embeszles, knowingly and willfully misappropriBte<i, applies to his own tise 
or bent tir, or wrongfully and knosTin{»ly sells or disposes of any <irdnaii('e, artns. equip- 
ments, anununitiou, clothing, subsistence stores, money, or other property of tlie United 
Stales, furnished or intended fbr the military or naval service (hereof; or 

Who knowingly purchases, or receives in ple ltie for any obligation or indebtedness, frona 
any other [MjrHon who is a part of or enipioje i in said service, auy ordnanco, arm-), equip- 
ments, antrniinition, clothing, subsistence stores, or otiier property of the United Btates, 
such other peraon not having lawful righ^ to sell or pledge the same ; or 

Who executes, attempts, or countenances any other fraud against the United Stales. 

And if any person, being guilty of any of the offenses described in this article while in the 
naval service, receives his discharge, or is dismissed from the service, he shall continue to 
1m liable to be arrested and held for trial aud sentence by a court-martial, in the same man* 
Her and to the same extent as if he had not received such discharge uor been dismissed. 

Abticlb 15. 

The commanding offic er of every vessel in the Navy entitled toor clainiinir iin award of 

£rize>mooey, shall, as soon as may be practicable after the eaptore, transmit to the Navy 
lepartment a complete list of the officers and men of his vessel entitled to share, itating 

therein the quality i>f each person rating; and every commanding offiCttT whooffonds Against 
this article shall be punished as a coun-inartial may direct. 

Article 16. 

No person in the Navy shall take out of a prize, or vessel seized as a priaoi any money, 
plate, goods, or any part of her equipment, unless it l>e for the better preservation thereof, 

or unless such articles are absolutely nt eded for the use of any of the vessels or armed forces 
of the United States, before the same are adjudged lawful pri^e by a competent court ; but 
the whole, without fraud, concealment, or enbenlanent, shall be brought in, in order that 
judgment may be passed thereon ; and every person wlio offends against this article shall be 
punished as a court-martial may direct. 

Article 17. 

If any person in the Navy strips off the clothes of, or pillages, or in auy manner maltreats 
auy person taken on board a prize, he shall suffer such punisbmeat as a conrt-mortial may 
adjudge. 
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Article 18. 

If finy officer or person !n the navtil service employs any of the forces under his command 
for the purpose of returutug my fugitive from service ur labor, be shall be dismissed from 
the aervioe. 

Article 19. 

Any officer who knovvinp;ly enlists into the naval service any ilcserter from the naval or 
military service of the United States, or any insane or intoxicated person, or any minor be- 
tween iheagea of sixteen and eighteen years withont the consent of his parents or guardian, 
or any minor Hnder the age of sixteen years, shall be dishonorably dismissed from the service 
of the United States. 

Article SO. 

Evenr eommanding officer of a vessel in the Navy shall obey the following rules : 

1. "whenever a mtin enters on board, the comniandin^^ ofllcer shall cause an accurate 
entry to be made in the ship's books, showing his name, the date, place, and term of his 
enlistment, the place or vessel from which ho was received on board, his rating, 1^ deserip* 
tive list, bis age^ plaoe of birth, and citizenship, with such remarks as may be necessary. 

2. He shall, before sailing, transmit to the Seerctury of the Navy a complete list of the 
rated men under his comnmnd, showing the particulars set forth in rule one, and a list of 
officers and passengers, showing the date of their entering. And he shall cause similar 
lists to be made ont on the first day <^ every third mouth and transmitted to the Seoretwry 
of the Navy as opportunities oeeur, acoonntiog therein for any casnalty which may have 
happened since the last list. 

3. He shall cause to be accurately minuted on the ship's books the names of any persons 
dying or deserting, and the times at which such death or desertion occnra. 

4. in case of nm death oC anv officer, man, or passenger on said veisal, he shall take 
care that the paymaster secures all the proper^ of the deceased, for the benefit of his 1^1 
represeptativea. 

5. He shall not receive on board any man transferred from any other vessel or station to 
Idm, nnless such man is furnished with an account, signed by tlie captain and paymaster 
of the vessel or station from which he came, specifying the date of his entry on said vessel 
or at said station, the period and term of his service, the sums paid him, the balaoce doe 
him, the ouality in which he was rated, and his descriptive list. 

6. He snail, whenever officers or men are sent firom his ship, for whatever cause, take 
care that each man is furnished with a complete statement of his account, specifying the 
date of his enlistment, the period aud term of his service, and his descriptive list. Said ao- 
connt shitll be signed by the commanding officer and paymaster. 

7. He shall cause fretjueut inspections to be made into the condition of the provisions on 
his ship, and use every precaution for their preservation. 

8. ae shall frequently consult with the surgeon in regard to tlie sanitary condition of his 
cnw, and shall use all proper means to preserve their health. And he shall cause a con- 
venient place to be set apart for sick or disabled men, to whieh he shall have them removed, 
with their hammocks and bedding, when the surgeon SO advises, and shall direct that BOme 
of tiie crew attend them and keep tlie place clean. 

9. He shall attend in person, or appoint a proper officer to attend, when bis crew is finally 
paid otf, to see that justice is done to the men and to the United States in the settlement of 
the accounts. 

lU. He shall cause the articles for the govcnimont of the Navy to be hong np in SOme 
public part of the ship, and read once a month to his stiip's company. 

Every commanding officer who ofibnds against the provisiona* of this article shall he pun- 
ished as a eonrt'mar&l may dhreet 

Article 21. 

When the crew of any vessel of the United States are separated from their vessel by 
means of her wreck, loss, or destruction, all the command and authority given to the officers 

of such vessel shall remain in full force until such ship's company shall be regularly dis- 
charged from or ordered again into service, or until a court-martial or court of inquiry shall 
be h^ to inquire into the loss of said vessel. And if any officer or man, after sinh wvsck, 
loss, or destmction. nets contrary to the discipline of the Kavy, he shall be punished as a 

court-martial may direct.

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Article 83. 

All offunses committed by persons belonginfr to the Navjr which are not apodfiod in tlie 
forgoing articles shall be punished as a court'inartial roaj direct. 

Article S3. 

All offenses oonnnittcd by persons belonging to the Kiavy- while on shore shall be pan- 
iahed in the same manner as iif they had been committed 9X sea. 

Article 34. 

No commander of a vessel shall inflict upon a commissioned or wturant officer any other 

pmiisliment than private reprimand, suspension from duty, arrest, or confinement, and such 
suspension, arrest, or confiuemeot shall not continue louj^er than tea days, unless a further 
period is necessary to bring the offender to trial by a court-martial ; nor siiaU he inflict, or 
eavse to be inflicted, upon any petty officer, or person of inferior ratinf, or marine, for a 
single offense, or at any onetime, any other than one of the following ptmishments, namely : 

1. Keduction of any rating established by himself. 

2. Continement, with or without irons, siogle or double, not exceeding ten days, unless 
fbrther confinement be necessary, in the case of a prisoner to be tried by coart-martiat. 

3. Solitary confi nemo lit, mi bread and water, not exceeding five days. 

4. Solitary contiueuieut not exceeding sevcu days. 

5. Deprivation of liberty on shore, 
fi. Extra duties. 

No other pnnishment shall be permitted on board of vessels belonging to the Navy, except 

by sentence of a general or suinmary court-iiiartial. All punislnin iits inflicted by the com- 
mander, or by his order, except reprimands, shall be fully entered upon the ship's log. 

Article 35. 

No officer who may commnud by accident, or in the absence of the commanding officer, 
except when snob commanding oflicer is absent for a time by leave, shall inflict any other 
ponishment than confinement. 

Article S6b 

Summary courts-martial may be ordered upon petty officers and persons of inferior 
ratings by the commander of any vessel, or by the commandant of any navy-yard^ naval 
station, or marine barradcs to which they belong, for the trial of offenses whidi soeh officer 

may deem deserving of greater punishment than such commander or comnandailt is au- 
thorized to inflict, but not sufficient to require trial by a general court-martiaL 

Article S7. 

A summary court-martial shall consist of three officers not below the rank of ensign, as 
members, and of a recorder. The commander of a ship may order any oflicer under bia- 
conunand to aet as such recorder. 

Article 28. 

Before proceeding to trial the members of a summary court-martial shall take the follow- 
ing oath or affirmation, which shall be administered by the recorder: " I, AB.do swear (or 
affirm) that I will well and truly try, without prejudice or partiality, the case now depend- 
ing, according to the evidence which shall be adduced, the laws for the government of the 
Navy, and my own conscience." After which the recorder of the court shall take the fol- 
lowing oath or affirmation, which shall be admioistered by the senior member of the court : 
^' I, A B, do swear (or affirm) that 1 will keep a true record of the evidence which shall be 
given before this court and of the procecdingis thereof." 

Article 20. 

All testimony before a summary court-martial shall te given Oftlly, Upon 06th or afficRHt'- 
tion, administered by the senior member of the court. 
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Abticlb 30. 

SurriTnary courts martial may sentence petty officen and penona of inforior mting* to any 

one of the foliowmg punisbmentflf namely: 

1. Discbargre from the service with bad-oondnet discbar^; but the sentenoe shall not be 

carried into eflfect in a foreifjn country ; 

2. Solitary confinement, not exceeding tiiirty days, in irons, singl^i or double, on bread 
and water, or on diminisbed rations; 

3. Solitary confiuement, in iroiit, single or double, not exceeding thirty days ; 

4. Solitary confinement not exceeding thirty days ; 

5. Confinement not exceeding two months; 

6. Keductiou to next inferior rating; 

7. Deprivation of liberty on shore on fbnign station ; 

8. Extra police duties, and loss of pay, not to exceed three months, may be added to any 

of the above-meutioued puuisbments. 

Article 31. 

A snmmaiy conrt^martlal may disrate any rated person for incompetent^. 

Article 33. 

i No sentence of a summary eonrt-martial sliall be carried into execution until the proceed* 
ings and sentence have been approved by the officer ordering the court and by the com- 
mander-in-chief, or, in his absence, by the senior officer present. And no sentence of such 
court which involves loss of pay i^hall lie earned into execution until the proceedings and 
sentence have been approved by the Secretary ot the Navy.. *■ 

AnncLB 33. 

The officer ordcrii!-:,' a summary court-martial slia!l have power to remit, in part, or alto- 
gether, but not o commute, the sentence of the court. And it shall be his duty either to 
imnit any part or the whole of any sentence the execution of which would, in tne opinion 
of the surgeon or senior medical officer on board, given in writing, produce serious injury 
to the health of the person sentenced ; or to submit the case again, without delay, to the 
same or to another summary court*martiaI, which shall have power, upou the testimony 
already taken, to remit the former ponishment, and to assign some other of the authorised 
punishments in the place thereof. 

Article 34. 

The proceSdtqgS of innimary courts -martial shall be conducted with as mucli conciseness 
and precision as may be consistent writh the ends of justice, and under such forms and rules 
as mar be prescribed by the Secretary of the Maivy, with the approval of the PresideoBft;

No ofiScer shall be dismissed from, the naval service except by the order of the President 
or by sentence of a general court-martial ; and in time of peace no o£Bcer shall be dismissed 
exbq^ in pnisnanca of the sentence of a> goieral oomrt^ martial or in mitigation theieot 

Article 37. 

When any officer, dismissed by order of the President since 3d Hafeh, 1665, makes, in 

writing, an application for trial, setting forth, under oath, that he has been wrongfully dis- 
missed, the President shall, as soon as the necessities of the service may permit, convene a 
court-martial to try such officer on tfao charges on which he shall have been dismissed. 
And if such court-martial shall not be convened within six months from the presentation of 
such application for trial, or if such court, being convened, shall not award dismissal or 
death as the punishment of sndi officer, the order m dismissal by the President shall be vdd. 
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Article 3<:^. 

General courts martial may conveneJ by the PreaiJent, the Secretary of the Navy, or 
the commander- io-chief of a tleet or squaUroa ; bat no commander of a tleet or squadron id 
the water* of the United Slatct shall ooareiie eneh eonrt without express anlhori^ ftom the 
President. 

Article 39. 

A Mneral court-martial stiall conaiBt of not more tliaa thirteen nor leas tlian five cominis- 
sioned officers m members; and as many officers, not exeoedinff thirteen, as can be eon- 

vened withont injury to the service, shall be summouttl on every such court. But in no 
casei where it can bt: avoided without iojuiy to the service, shall more than one-half, exclu* 
sive ct the |)re.><ident, be junior to the officer to be tried. The senior officer shall alwajs 
piesidoy and the others shall take place aoeoiding to their rank. 

AsncLs 40. 

The president of the general conrt-marttal shall administer the following oath or affirma- 
tion to thf> -udge-advocate or person officiating: ns such : 

A B, do swear (or affirm) that I will keep a true record of the evidence given to 
and tlie proceedingg of this court ; that I will not divulge or by any means disclose the sen* 
tence of the court until it shall have been approved by the proper authority; and that I will 
not at any time divulge or disclose the vote or opinion of any particular member of the 
court, unless required so to do before a court of justice in due course of law." 

This oath or affirmation being duly administered, each member of the court, l)efore pro- 
oeeding to trial, shall take the following oath or affirmadon, which shall be adoiinistca^d by 
tfie judge-advocate or person officiating as such : 

"I, A B, do swear (or affirm) that I will trulv try, without prejudice or partiality, the 
case now depending, according to the eyidenee which shall come before the court, Ihe mles 
for the government of the Navy, and my own conscience ; that I will not by any means 
divulge or disclose the sentence of the court nntil it shall have been approved by the proper 
authority; and that I will not at any time divulge or disclose the vote or opinion of any 
particular member of the court, unless required so to do before a court of justice in due course 
of law.** 

Article 41. 

An oath or affirmation in the following form shall be administered to all witnesses, before 
any court martial, by the president thereof: 

" You do solemnly swear (or affirm) that the evidence you shall give in the case now he- 
fore this court shall be the truth, the whole troth, and nothing but the truth, and that you 
wiU state OTeryihing within your knowlsdge in relation to the charges : so help you God ; 
(or* * this yon do oiraer the pains and penalties of penury.' ) " 

Article 42. 

Whenever any person refoses to give Ms evidence or to give it in the manner provided 

by tli("^e articles, or prevaricates, or behaves with contempt to the court, it shall be lawful 
ior the coiut to imprison him for any time not exceeding two mouths. 

Article 43. 

The person accused shall be furnished with a trne copy of the charges, with the specifica- 
tions, at the time he is put under arrest ; and uo other char^^es than those so furnished shall 
be urged against him at the trial, unless it shall appear to the court that iutelligence of such 
Other charge had not reached the officer ordering the court when the accused was put under 
arrest, or that some witness material to the support of sneh ehaiige was at that time absent 
and can be producedat the trial : in which case reasonable time shall be given to theaeensed 
to make his defense against such new charge. 

Aaticlb 44, 

Every officer who is arretted for trial shall deliver up his sword to his commanding officer, 
ani confine himself to the limits assigned him, on pain of dismissal from the service. 
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Aaticlb 45. 

When the proceedings of any g:eneral coart-martial hare oommeneed, they shall not be 

Buspended or delayed on account of the absence of any oi the members, provided five or 
more are assembled ; but the court is enjoined to sit from day to day, Sundays excepted, 
nntiljaeiitenee is {^ven, unless tempororily a4)<ninied by the authority which eouTened it. 

Article 46. 

No member of a general court-nartial shall, after the proceedings are begun, abseuthim 
self therefrom, except in case of sicknen, or of an erder to go on duty from a superior 
officer, on pain of being cashiered. 

ArTU I,E 47. 

Whenever any member of a court-martial, from any legal cause, is absent from the coort 
after the commencement of a case, all the witnesses who have been examined during his 
absence must, wlien he is ready tojesiime his seat, be recalled by the court, and the recorded 
tss^mony of each witness so examined must be read over to him, and such witness must 
acknowledge the same to be correct) and be subject to such further examination as the said 
member may require. Without a compliance with this rule, and an entry thereof nnon the 
record, a member who shall have been absent during the examination of a witness shall not 
be allowed to sit again in that particular ease. 

Article 48. 

Whenever a court* martial sentences an officer to be suspended, it may suspend his pay 
and emoluments for the whole or any part of the time of his suspensioo. 

Article 49. 

In uocase^shall punishment by Hogging, or by branding, marking, or tattooing on the body 
be a^udgedjl»7 auy court-martial or be inflicted upon any person in the Navy. 

Artfcle 50. 

No person shall be sentenced by a court-martial to suffer death, except by the concnixence 
of two-thirds <tf the members viesent, and in the cases where such punishment is exprsssly 
provided in.tbese articles. All other sentences may be determined by a m^{<Mrity of votes. 

Articlb 51. 

It shall be the duty of a court-martial, in all cases of eoDyictioQ, to adjudge a pnnlshment 
adequate to the nature of the offense ; but the nieniboi s thereof may rcconuiiend the penoil 
convicted as deserving of clemency, aud^stale on the lecjrd their reasons for so doing. 

Article 6S. 

The judgment of every court-martial shall l e antl c ificated by the stffnaturoof the presi- 
dent, and of every member who may be present when said judgment is pronounced, and also 
of the judge-adrocate. 

Article 53. 

No sentenee of a court-martial, extending to the loss of life (r to the dismissal of a com- 
missioned or warrant officer, shall be cairied into execution until confirmed by the President* 
All other sentences of general court-martial m^ be carried into execution on confirmatioii 
of the eomnuuMler of the fleet or'offieer ordering the court. 

Article 54. 

Every officer who is authorized to convene a general ccTtt-marl'al shall have power, OU 
revision of its proceedings, to remit or mitigate, but not to COmnUtet tho WPtSliOd Of 90^ 
such court which he is authorized to approve and confirm. 
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ARTICLE 55. 

Courts of inquiry may be ordered by the Fierident, tbe Secretaiy of <be Nsvy, or the 
comroandttr of a fleet or sqnadroa. 

Article 56. 

A court of inquiry shall consist of not more than three commissioned officers as members, 
and of a jndge^Toeato, or person officiating as sueL 

Article 57. 

Courts of inqniry shall have power toXsummon witnesses, administer oaths, and nanisb 
contempts in the same manner as oonrts-martial ; but they shall only state facts, ana shall 
not giva their ophaion, unless expressly required so to do in the order for conrening. 

ABTICLE 68. 

The jud^e-advocate, or person officiating as such, shall administer to the members the 

following oalli or aflirnifttion : "You do swear (or affirm) well and truly to examine and 
inquire, according to the evideuce, into the matter now before you, without partiality." 
Alter which the president shall administer to the judge-advocate, or person officipting as 

such, the following oath or affirmation : "You do swear (or affirm) truly to record the pro- 
ceedings of this court, and the evidence to he given in the case in heariug." 

Article 59. 

The party \vho>o con liict shall be the subject of inquiry, or bis attorney, shall haTO the 
light to crois cxaujine all the witnesses. 

Article 60. 

Tlie p)ruc'iHilings of courts of inquiry shall lie authenticated by the signature of the 
president of the court and of the judge-advocate, and shall, in all cases not capital, nor ex- 
tending to the dismissal of a conmiissioned or warrant olfoer, be evidence before a court- 
mar tisi, provided oral testimony cannot be oblidned. 
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Rqfultitions for Preventing Colliehng o» th» WcUr, 

[General Order No. 34 ] 

Navy Department, May 4, 18<»4. 

The provisions of tbe following act "fixing certain rnles and regulations for preventing 
collisions on the water," to take efTect on the 1st day of September, ldi>-l, are aJopted for 
the naval service of the United States from this date. As most of the collisions occur from * 
the non-obaervanoe of article sixteen, it is particularly enjoined upon eommandin^ officers, 
in approaching^ another veaeel, to alackea and atop in time to prevent the possibility of 
collision : 

AN ACT ilxinp; certAlu ruU>h( ami ro;,nilation3 for preventing collisiona on the water. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the United Slates of America in 
Congress asscmhlcd, That from and after September one, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, 
the following rules and regulations for preventing collisions on the water be adopted in the 
Vwj and the mercantile marine of the United States: Prodded, That the exhibition of uny 
light on board of a vessel of war of the United States may be suspended whenever, in the 
opinion of the Secretary of the Navy, the commander-in-chief of a squ adron, or the com- 
mander of a Tessd aeting singly, the special character of the service may reqoire it.

In tbe foUowiofiT rules, eveiy steamship which h under sail, aud not under steam, 
ii to ba eoiuidend a ■ailiug-ship ; and eveir steamsbip which ia under steam, whether 
vader sail or not| is to be considered a ship nnder steam. 

BULES CONCEBNIKG LIGHTS. 

LIGHTS. 

Art. 9. The lights meiUiuued iu tbe foUowiug articles, aud uu otLur^, sliali be carried in 
all weathers between snneet and snnrise. 

LIGHTS FOR STEAMSHIPS. 

Art. 3. All steam- vessels, when under way, hhall curry — 

(a) At the foremast-head, a bright white light, so fixed as to show a unifurm and im* 

broken ligrht over an arc of the hurizDii of twoiity points of the compass, so fixed as to throw 
tbe light ten points on each side of the ship, viz : from right ahead to two points abaft the 
• beam on cither side, and of such a character as to he visible on a dark nigb^ with a clear 
atmosphere, at a distance of at least five miles. 

(/') On the starboaid side, a green light, so oonstracted as to show a nniform and 
unbroken light over an arc of the horizen often points of ihc e hhjkiss, sa fixed as to throw 
tbe light from right ahead to two points abaft tbe beam ou tbe starboard side, and of such 
a character as to be trisible on a dark nii^ht, with a clear atmospheie, at a distance of at 
least two miles. 

(r) On the port side, a nd light, so constructed as to shew a uniform, unbroken light 
over an arc of the horizon of ten points of tba compass, so fixed as to throw the light from 
right ahead to two points abaft the beam ou the port side, and of such a character as to be 
▼isible on a dark nl^ht, with a dear atmosphere, at a distance of at least two miles. 

(d) The said green and red side lights shall he fitted with inboard screens, projecting at 
least three feet forward from tbe light, so a:i to prevent these lights from being seen across 
the bow. 

UGBTS FOR STEAM'TITOS. 

Art. 4. Steamships, when towing other ships, shall carry two bright white mast bead 
liffhts vertically, in addition to their side lights, so as to distingoish tiiem from other steam' 
slnps. Each of these mast-head lights didl be of tbe same conatroction and character as 
the mast-head lights which other stMmshipe are rsqaked to carry. 

UGUT8 FOR SAIUKG-SUIPS. 

Art. &. 8«ling-ships under way, or being towed, shall cany the same lights as steam- 
ships under wej, with the exception of the wUto mast>head lights, which tbqr ahall nevor 
carry. 

EXCEPTIONAL LIGHTS FOR SMALL SAILIKG-TBSSBLS. 

Art. G. Whenever, as in the case of small vessels during bad weather, the green and 
red lights cfttinot be tixed, those lights shall be kept on deck, ou tbe respective sides of the 
▼esseU read/ for instant exhibition, and shall, on the approach of or to other vessels, be ex- 
hibited on their respeetlTe sides in snffidMit time to prevent eidlUoo, in aneh manner as to 
make them most visible, aud so that the gieoi light shall iM>t be soen on the port side, nor 
tbe red light on the starboard side. 

To make tbe use of these portable lights more certain and easy, they shall each be painted 
outside with the color of the light tlMj lespectivelj contain, and shall be providod with 
suitable screens. 

UGBTS FOR SHIPS AT AXCHOR. 

Art. 7. Ships, whether steamships or sailing-ships, when at anchor in roadsteads or fair- 
ways, shall, between sunset and sunrise, exhibit where it can best be seen, but at a height 
not exeeding twenty feet above the hull, a white light in a globular lantern of eight inches 
in diair.eter, and so constructed as to show a clear, anifonn,and vnlnvken l^;hk TIsiblA all 
around the Itorixon, and at a distance of at least one mile. 
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LIGHTS FOR PILOT-VESSELS. 

Art. B. Sftilinfr pilot-vessels sball not earry tbe liffbts required for other sailing-vessels, 

but shall carry a Aviiite V\rrht nt the maf^t head, lisible all arouid the hortsoD, and shall also 
exhibit a llare-up light every fifteen minutes. 

U6HT8 FOR FISHIKO-rESSBLS AKD BOATS. 

Art. 9. Open fishing-boats and other open boats shall not be required to carry side- 
lights required for other vessels ; but shall, if they do not carrv such lights, carry a lantern 
having a green slide on the one side and a red slide on the other side, and on tbe approach 
of or to other vessels, such lantern shall be exhibited in sufficient time to prevent collisioti, 
so that the green light shall not be seen on the port side, nor the red light on the starboard 
side. Fishing-yessels and open boats when at anchor, or attached to their nets and sta^ 
tionary, shall exhibit a l)right white light. Fishinjr-vessels and open boats shall, howovOT, 
not be prevented from using a Hare-up in addition, if considered expedient. 

BULES GOVEBNING FOG-SIGNALS. 

FOli-SKiNALS. 

Akt. 10. Whenever there is a fogt whether by day or uigbt, tlio fog-signals described 
below shall bo carried and nsed, and sliall be sounded at least every five minutes, viz : 

(a) Steamships under way shall use ft Bteam-whistle, placed kiefore the funnel, not less 
than eipht feet from the deck. • 

(b) Sailing-ships under way shall use a fog-bom. 

(e) Steamships and sailing-ships, when not under way, shall use a bell.

Art. 14. If two ships under steam are crossing so as to involve risk of collision, the ship 
whifih has the other on her own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the other* 

SAILIKG-SIIII' AND SHIP UNDER STEAM. 

Art. 15. If two ships, one of which is a sailing-ship, and the othrr n sfc-nmRbip, are pro- 
ceeding in such directions as to involve risk of collision, the steamship shall keep out ol the 
way of the salHng'ship. 
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SHIPS UlTDKR 8TBAM TO SLAGKBII SPBBD. 

Art. 16. Every steamship when approaching another riAp so aa to involve risk of col' 
lision, shall slacken her speed, or, if necessarj, atop and revene; and every steamsldp shall, 

when io a fog, go at a moderate speed. 

VESSELS OVEKTAKIXG OTIICR VESSELS. 

• Art. 17. Every veaed overtaking any other vessel shall keep oat of the way of the said 
last>nientioned vessel. 

CONSTRUCTION OP ARTICLES 12, 14, 15, AND 17. 

Art. Wlicro, by the nhove rules, ono of two ships is to keep out of the way, the 
Other shall keep her course, subject to the qutilifications couttuned in the followiug article: 

PROVISO TO SAVE SPECIAL CASES. 

Art. 19. In obeying and construing these rules due regard must be had to all dangers ot 
navigation, and doe regard mast also be had to any special circumstanoes which may exist 
in any partienlar ease rendering a departare from tlie above roles necessary ia order to 

avoid immediate danger. 

NO SHIP CNDEU ANV ( lUC IMS TAN( ES TO NRi.EECT PROPER PRECAI TIONS. 

Art. 20. Nothing in these rules shall exonerate iiuy ship, or the owner or master, or crew 
thttieof, ftom the conseqaenccH of nny ne<^lcct to carry li(;hts or signals, or of any neglect to 
keep a proper lookoat, or of the neglect of any precaution which may be required by the 
ordinary practice of seamen, or by the spedal eireamstanoes of tlie

Should a colliHion uurortiinatcly tiiko place, each Commanding oflScer is rei|aired to famish 
the Department with the following iutormation: 

let His own report, that of the pilot, the officer of the deck, and other offieevs who wit- 
nessed the occurroncG. These reports and statements are to bo exemplified by a diagram, 
and mnst contain the courses steered, the point at w hich the vessel was tirst seen, the bearing, 
the time when the engine was slowed, when the vessel was stopped, whether in motion, and, 
if so, at what speed at the moment of collision, the direction of the wind, the condition of the 
weather and atmosphere, what lookouts were placed, what lights were exhibited by both ves- 
sels, wbt'tliL'T either vessel deviiited from the above rules and repulationp, whether any blame 
can attach to any one, and, if ao, to whom, and any and ail other facts bearing upon the 
subject. 

2tl. Written statement.«i and estimate of damap^o from officers of the veosel with which tibe 
vessel of the United State's Navy cojlided, if they can be obtained. 

3d. Survey flf the injury to both vessels by United States offieeo. 

4th. If the vessel is in charge of a pilot, and the collision has occurred from his acting m 
violation of the above rules and regulations, the fact must be established in the report, and 
no pilotage paid to him. 

The following diagrams are designed to illustrate the use of the lights carried by vessels 
at sea as prescribed in the foregoing order, and the manner in which th^ indicate to eadh 
vessel the position and course of the other :

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UNIFOKM FOB THE UNITED STATES NAVY. 

OB2TERAL REGULATIONS. 

Full-dress uniform, to be worn on occasioni of Bveeial uremony. — Body-coat as prescribed* 
epaulets, cocked hat, sword with 8word>knok, ana blue-oloth pantaloons, as per regulations. 

Undrtfs-m^form for official vifito.— ¥Yoek-eoat as praacribM, epaulets, oodnd fiik, sword 
with knot, and blue cloth or white drilling pantaloons to suittliesenson, wsntliar, cardimtls^ 

as may be directed by the senior officer present. 

ServU^rtss uniform. — Frock-ooat as prescribed, with shoulder-stn^ eap; and with or 
withoat sword and sword-knot; pantaloon.s, blue or white, to suit the season of the year, 
weather, or climate, as may be directed by the senior officer present. 

Officers making special official visits of ceremony to the President of the United States, 
the Secretary of the Navy, or to foreign aathorities and Teasels of war, will wear the f all> 
dnfes tralfonn. 

When making an official visit to tho President cf the Ilnited States, the Secretary of the 
Navy, or to the heads of other Departments of the Government, and to foreign authorities 
and vessels of war. uffleeis will wear the nndrsss-nnifonn or the serricO'dvess, as ooeasion 

may require. 

Officers serving on conrts-martial, courts of inquiry, boards of examination or special 
boards, or when attending as witiR'sscs before courts-martial or courts of inquiry, or in any 
other capacity, will wear the service-dress uniform, without swords, unless otherwise 
specially directed by competent anthority. 

Officers, in their social intercourse, when it is requisite for tbem to appear in evening-dress, 
may wear a body-coat of blue cloth, alter the prevailing style of a civilian's dress-coat, 
with rolling collar, five navy battons on each side, two at the waist beliind, and two at the 
bottom of the skirt. The laee and corps distinctions on tho cuff, same as on full-dress 
coats. This coat may be worn with or without epaulets, but not with shoulder-straps or 
sword; it is Id bo worn open, with a vest of white Marseilles, with a rolling CoUar, COt to 
open low in front, with four small navy-buttons set close together. 

It is optional with officers to wear their nnlform while on duty in the Navy Department, 
at the Observatory, Hydrograpbic Office, or on Light-TIouse duty ashore. 

Service-dress uniform is to bo worn by all oQiccrs when attached to any vessel of the Navy 
or Coast Survey, to any nav\ -jaia or station, or to any hospital or Other naral establish- 
ment, for duty, unless when absent on leave. 

Swords are always to be worn at quarters, and on leaving a vessel, navy-yard, or station 
on military duty. 

Officers on furlough will not wear their uniform, and officers are strictly prohibited from 
wearing any part of it while suspended from duty by sentence of a eourt-martial. 

Chaplains, when performing divino service, may wear either the Testmsints of the church 
to which they belong or the uniform prescribed in the regulations. 

On all occasions of ceremony or duty, abroad or in the United States, when aCommand" 
ing Officer may deem it necessary to order the attendance of the officers under his command^ 
be will be eareral in snch otder to prescribe the partionlar dress to be worn* 

Officers attached to vessels in foreign ports will not visit the shore without being in uni- 
form, except by permission of Commanaing Officer. 

The unitormcoat, with the exception of the service-dress uniform, without the sword, is 
always to be worn buttoned, the lower edge of Uie sword>belt resting over the two buttons 
at the small of the back. 

Qloves worn with onifonn are always to be wliite. 
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Oflicers are forbidden to wear anj pfttt of thdr nniform with dtii«ns dnn. They most 

wear the whole of their uniform or none. 

Before a vessel proceeds to .sea there will be a general muster for the purpose of ascertain 
inff whether the oflicers and crew are provided with the uniform, full anu undress, as pre 
scribed by the reeulatioDB, and the CommaDding Officer of the vesspl will am that all aefi- 
deneiea ara anppltod. 

FULL DBBflS. 

"The full-dress body-coat for the Admiral, Vice-Admiral, Rear-Admirals, Commodores, 
Capfiviiis, CommHiiders, Lieutenant-Commanders, Lieutenants, Masters, Ensigns, and all 
StatV-OHicers of relative rank, respectively, shall be of navy-blue cloth, double-breasted, 
lined witli while .nilk serge ; the waist of the coat to descend to the top of the hip-boue ; the 
skirte to begiu about one-fifth of the circamference from the front edge and descend ifoar- 
fifths from the hip-bone toward the knee, with cme button behind on meh hip, and one near 
the bottom of the poeket in each fold : two rows of large navy buttons on the breast, nine 
in each row, placed four inches and a halt apart from eye to eye at top, and two inches and 
a half at bottom ; the cuffs of the coat to be closed, without buttons, and to be from two and 
a half to three inches deep ; standine collar, to book in front at bottom, and to slope thence 
upward and backward at an angle of twenty-five degrees on each side, and to rise no higher 
than will permit a free movement of the chin over it ; to have one strip of gold-embroidered 
white-oak leaves (as per pattern) for the Admiral and Vice-Admiral ; to have a strip of navy 
ffold-Iaee one inch wide around the top and down ihafroni for Bear*Admha]a, Oomnodoras, 
Captains, and Commanders, and ona>lMlf hadi wide for IJ«itlenanti<}onmMMideni Lieatni* 
ants, Masters, and Ensigns. 

All Staff-Officers will wear the same widths of gold lace around the top and down die firant 
of the ooUars of their fnll-dress bodjr-coate as pnaeribed for Idoe-Officen with wiram thagr 
have relative rank, respectively. 

Midshipmen, after graduation, will be allowed a full-dress dottblO'hfeastcd coat, u'mc but 
tons in each row, with a gold cord one-eighth of an inch wide troiukd the sleeve, and an 
anchor in gold embroidery on eaeb side of tlie cellar, one inch in Imgth, (as per pattern.) 

The fnll-dress coat is to be worn only with epaulets, cocked hat, sword and sword-knot. 

Uidshlpmen at the Naval Academy will wear a strip of lace one-eighth of an inch wide 
around the outer e ige of tbn eoQar of their parad»|adEeli. Farade'jaekett irtll only hi 
worn on Sundays, dreaB*paradeB, or odisr oecaalcne or eereuMMiy, 

TRt VKDRBSS AM BBRVIOB FBOCR-COAT. 

The undress and service frock-coat for all commissioned officers will be of navy-blue cloth, 
faced with the same, and lined with black silk serge ; double-breasted, with two rows of 
large navy buttons on the breast, nine in each row, placed four inches and a half apart, from 
efe to eye at top, and two indies and a half at bottom ; rolKng collar; skirts td be Ihll, com- 
mencing at the hip-bone and descending four-fifths thence toward the knee, with one button 
behind on each hip and one near the bottom of the pocket in each fold ; catb to be closed, 
without buttons, and from two and a half to ^bm inches deep. 

Frock-coats for Midshipmen will ho the same as in oommissionfld offioen^ eieept theit the 
bnttons will be of medium size only. 

The uniform coat for Boatswains, Gunners, Carpenters, and Sailtnakers will be a frockicflll 
similar in every respect to the frock-coat of the line and staff commissioned officers. 

CleikB and Mates win wear a donhle-breosted firaek-coat, with nhaa navy-bntlont of nifi 
dinm sine on each ride. 

8ACK-C0ATS. 

8ack-coatB of navy-blue flannel or blue cloth may he worn off doty by all officers on board 
ship and in the United States ; but never on shore, nor on board ship on doty in a foreiea 
port. Sack-coats slmll be single-breasted, with a row of five medium-size buttons on too 
right breast. Shoulder-straps and lace on the sleeves will be dispensed with on sack-coats— 
nSalning the star for Line-Offioen. The derignaHons of rank and eorpi will be worif on the 
ends of thecollar, as follows : 

ifd'tRtra/.— Four silver stars, with gold foul anchors under the two outer ones. 

Vice-Admiral. — Three silver stars, with a gold foul anchor under the center one; 

JStmfAdmirais — Two silver stars, with a silver foul anchor between them. 

CSsmmofbret.— One silver star, with a silver anchor back of it. 
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Captains. — A ailver sproft<3-eap;le, with a silver anclior back of it. 
Commanders. — A silver leaf, with a silver anchor back of it. 
JAmtenant-Commanders. — A gold leaf, with a silver anchor back of it. 
£teicfe»ait/».— Two gold bun, with ft tilTtr Anchor bftdc of them. 
Matters.— One goldbar, witii s ritver anchor b«ek of it 
Ensiens. — A silver anclior placed horizontally, stock up. 

Mids/tipmen. — A gold cord, one>eiehth of an inch iu diameter, and one and oue-quartor 
inches loiig, acroRs the end of the collar. 

Staff-Officers will wear on the ends of the collars of their sack-coats their respective shouldcr- 
Btrap devices in the same way as the Liue-Officer.s with whom they have relative rank, omit- 
ting the duplicate end device. 

Hates. Boatswains, and Gunners wiU wear the star on their sleeves. 

PABTALOOKS. 

For full dress, the pantaloons of all commissioned officers of the Navy will be of blue cloth, 
having a strip of heavy gold lace down their outer seanif of the same width as tiiat prescribed 
for their Ihll'dress coat. 

For undress and service -flrcss, for all officers, pantaloons are to be of navy-blue cloth Of of 
white duck or drilling, or with service-dress of navy-blue tlauuel. 

Within the tropics white pantaloons are to be worn at aU seaetms of the year, nnleas 
otherwise ordered by the otTu er in command. 

North of the tropics blue pantaloons are to be worn from the Ist of October to the 15th of 
Hay, and white ones from the 15th of May to the Ist of October, when tht- weather is suit- 
able ; and south of the tropics vice versa, subject, however, to such exceptions as may be 
dimsted or authoriaed by the senior officer present in command. 

VESTS, 

For Jill ofTicer!?, w ill bo single-breasted, standinfj coliar, with nine small navy-buttons in 
front, and made of uavy-biuc cloth, tine blue flannel, or of suitable white material. 

JACKKTS AND FLANNEL COATS. 

Jackets may be worn as "service-dress" by all officers, except at general muster, or upon 
special occasions of ceremony, when a dilTereut dress is prescribed by the Commanding Offi- 
cer; to be of navy-blue cloth, faced with the .same, and lined with black aiWi serge; double 
or single breasted, as in the coat; rolling collar, with the same number of small-sized but- 
tons on the bieast as for the coat, and with the stime ammfirement of laee on the eaSi, and 
the same shoulder-straps. 

In mild climates or seasons, officers in "service-dress" may wear the uniform made of 
fine navy-blue flannel. Coats to be IhMd with black silk serge, and fimisbed with navy 
buttons of medium size. The same may be worn on shipboard at sea> except at general 
muster ; also on board ship iu port, except at general muster, when on watch with'ltteooion 
hoisted, or on oceasioda of ceremony, when adiffei«nt4fsaa la pnsflribed by the GkHMHaad- 
ing Officer. 

White linen or grass jaeket», to he mode llhe thveloA oneei bat withoaistrstpe or sleeve 
onnments, may be worn within the tropics, at sea and in port, with white straw hats, when 
the weather, in the opinion of the Commanding Officer, is duch as to require it. I'hey must 
not, however, be worn ashore in foreign ports, nor by the Offlcerof tne Pcd lt Ibf the ttoi' 
being, in ports where the vessel may be visited by straiigan* 

OVBROOAT81 

Overcoats shall be a caban overcoat and cape, of dark-blue beaver or pilot cloth, skirt to 
extend below the knee; cape to be ten inches shorter ; double-breasted, with pockets in side 
seam, and five navy buttons on each breast. The cape to be made so that it can be removed 
at pleasure, so as to form a sepurttte garment. On each end of the collar of the overcoat the 
same devices of rank and corps shall be worn, respectively, as authorized for sack-coats. 

Hates, Cieiks, Boatswains, Gnnners, Carpenters, and Saibnaken wHI not wear any de- 
vices on the collars of their overcoats. 

CRAVAT. 

Cravat for all officers, to be of black silk or satin, with a white shirt collar showing above it. 
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SLEEVE ORNAMENTS. 

FILL-DRF.SS BODY-» OATS OK ADMIRALS. 

The full-dress coat of tho Admiral will have three strips of golU-ombroidcred white-oak 
leaves, one inch wide and a half an inch apart, ou tbaalesve, as per pattern. 

The fnll-drew coat of the Vice-Admiral will be the flame as for the Admiral, except that 
there will be but two strips of embroidery on the sleeve. 

The full-dress coat of a Rear-Admiral will have on the sleeve one strip of g^old lace, two 
inches wide, one inch and one half from the edge of tho sleeve, with one strip of half*inch 
gold lace one quarter of an inch above it. 

UMDRBBS COATS FOR ADMIRALS. KTO. 

. The lace on tbe alceves is to bo navy gold laoe of the widths, respectively, of two {Dclies 
one inch, and ose-qnarter of an inch. 
The nndress-coat of the Admiral will have one strip of p^old lace two inches wide around 

the c\ifT, with three strips of half-inch eold lace, out-qnartcr of an inch apart, above, (as 
per pattern,) or, at his discretion, the Admiral may wear the full and undress uniform as 
established by regulation of December 1, 1866. 

The undress-coat of the Vice- Admiral will be the same as for the Admiral, OOepk that 
there will be but two strips of half-inch gold lace above the wide lace. 

The undress-coat of a Kear-Adtniral will be tho same as for the Yioe-Admiral, except there 
will be but one strip of half^lnch gold hue above the wide lace. 

PULL-DRESS BODY AND FROCK COATS. 

For Commodores, one Strip of gold lace, two inches wide, one inch and a half from the 

edpe of the sleeve. 

For Captains, foar strips of navy gold lace one-half inch wide, one-quarter of an inch 
apart ; the lower strip one inch and a half from the lower edge of the sleeve. 
For Commanders, the same, except that there shall bebnt three strips of eold laoe. 

For Licutenant-CommanJers, two strips of pobl larr one-half an inch wioe^ with <me strip 
of a quarter of an inch between ihem, each a quarter of an inch apart. 
For Lieutenants, two strips of one-half inch gold lace, oneHjoarter of an inch apart. 

For Masters, one-strip of half-inch gold lace. 
For Ensigns, one strip of (luarter-inch gold lace. 
Staff-Officers of assin)ilated rank will conform to the above. 

Medical Officers will wear around the sleeve cobalt blae cloth, between the strips of gold 
* lace. 

Paymasters will wear around the sleeve while cloth, betwcGn the strips of gold lace. 
Engineers will wear around the sleeve red cloth, between the strips of gold lace. 
Naval Comstmcters will wear aiound the sleeve davk*violet doui between the strips ciT 
gold lace. 

Professors of Mathematics will wear around the sleeve olive-green cloth between the strips 
of golJ lace. 

Staff-Officers entitled to bat one strip of lace on the sleeve will wear the colored cloth so 
as to show ona-foorth of an inch above and below the strip. 

On the outer side of each sleeve, above the upper strip of lace an ! midway tho seams, a 
gold star of five rays, two inches in diameter, with a steam-frigate in silver raised in thecen 
ter, with one of therayaof the star pointing directly downward, and tho point one«fonrth 
of en inch from the upper edge of the strip of lace, will be worn by the Admiral. 

For all other Line-Officers, (including Boatswains and Gunners,) the star will be of five 
rays, embruidt red in gold, one inch in diameter, and worn as prescribed for the Admiral. 

Ho other officers are entitled to wear the above-described ornaments. 

EPAULExa, shouldebpStbaps, etc. 

EPAULETS. 

All commissioned officers, including and above the rank of Master, will wear two poM- 
bullion epaulets with their respective strap ornaments on the frogs, to be of the following 
dimensions : 

For the Admiral, Vice-Admiral, Rear Admirals, and Commodores, the strap to be two and 
three-quarters of an inch wide, and six inches long : frog four and three-eighths of an inch 
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•wido ; crescent eleven-sixteentlis of an inch in the broaJen* part; bullion three and one» 
half inches long, and five*eighth8 ot an inch in diameter. titall-Oliicers oi relative rank to 
wear the same. 

For Captains, Commanders, Licntcnant-Commnudors, and Staff-Officers of relative rank, 
the strap to be two and tbree-quartors of an inch wide and six inches long; frog four and 
throe<eighths of un inch wide ; crescent eleven-sixteenths <tf an. inch in the broadest part ; 
bullion three inches long and half an inch in diameter. 

For Lientenants, Masters, and Staff-Officers of relative rank, the strap to be two and one- 
half inches wide and six inclies long ; frog four and three-eighths of an inch wide : crescent 
uine-sixteentbs of an inch in the broadest part « bullion three inches long and three-eighths 
of on inch in diameter. 

SHOULDER-STRAl'S, 

No officer in the Navy belowthe assimilated rank of Master will wear sboulder^traps, 

cocked hat, or epaulets. 

Ensigns and Midshipmen, after graduation, and Staff-Officors of assimilated rank, will 
wear, in lien of shoulder-straps or epaulets, gold-embroidered sboulder>loops as per patterns ; 
8taff*OfBeer8 omitting the anchor. 

These will also be worn on the undress frock-coat, either on duty or on otlier occn>;ii»ns. 

All .sill III ider-straps are to be of navy-blue cloth, lour inches and a i^uarter long, and one 
iDcli and a half wide, including the border, which is to be a quarter of an Inch wide and 
embroidered in gold, except for the Admiral, which will be four and seven-eighths inches 
long and one and five-eighths of an inch wide, including the border, which is to be one- 
quarter of an inch wide. 

The center and end ornaments, or distinctions of the line and staff, and indications of 
rank, are to be embroidered in gold or silver, and are to be as follows : 

DEVrcES FOR SHOULDER-STRAPS AXD FROOS OF EPAULETS. 

For the Admiral, four silver stars, of five rays each, placed equidistant firom each other, 
in the middle of the strap or frog of the epaolet, with a gold foul anchor one and one-eighUi 
of an inch long under the two outer stars. 

For the Vice-Admiral, three silver stars, of five rays each, place ! equidistant on tiie strap 
or frog of the epaulet, with a gold foul anchor one and oue-eightli of an inch long under the 
center star. 

For Rear-Admirals, two silver stars, of five rays each, one near e;u h end of the strap or 
frog of the i jiaulet, wish a silver foul anchor seven-eighths of an inch long iu the center. 

For Connnt 1i>res, a .silver star, of five rays, placed m the center, with a silver foul anchor 
at each end of the strap or frog of the epaulet. 

For Captains, a silver spread-eagle in the center, with a silver foul anchor at each eii'l of 
the strap or frog of the epaulet. 

For Commanders, a silver oak-leaf at each end, with a silver fuul anchor in the center of 
the strap or frog of the epanlet. 

For Lieutenant-CniiiiiiMnders. a gold oak -leaf at each end, with a silver fonl anchor in 
the center of the strap ur trog of the epaulet. 

For Lieutenants, two gold Dars at each end, with a silver foul anchor in the center of the 
strap or frog of the epaulet. 

For Masters, one gold bar at each end, with a silver foul anchor in the renter of the strap 

or frog of the epauh't. 

Stafi-Ofiicers will wear shoulder-strans of the same description as proscribed for Line-Odi- 
cers with whom they have relative rank, respectively, with the following exceptions, viz : 

In the Medical Corps the unclmr is omitted. 

In the rayma.sters' Corps an oak-sprig is substituted for the anchor. 
In the Engineers' Corps a device of four oak-leaves, in the form of a cross, is snbstituteil. 
In the corps of Naval Constructors, a sprig of two live-oak leaves aud au acorn, embroi- 
dered in gold, is substitnted. 

For Chaplains, a silver cross is substituted. 

For Professors of Mathematics, one oak-leai aud au acorn, embmidered in silver, is sub* 
stituted. 

For Secretaries to Commanders of fleets and squadrons, the letter J|^, in silver, is substi- 
tuted. 

In lieu of shoulder-straps, Warrant-Ofiicers shall wear as fol'.)ws : Boatswains and Gun* 
ners, a gold star embroidered on each side of the collar, similar to that worn on the sleeve .

COCKED HAT. 

All coininis^ionod officcMs, iiu liu1in(!^ and ftboTO the rank of Maater, will wear a Uack 

cocked Lat of tlie ftiUuwiiig diiucu.sioiKS : 

To be not more than six nor less than five and a half inches on the back fan ; and not 
more than five and a half nor leea than five inches ou the front fan ; and not more than 
eighteen nor less than sixteen !ncbeB long: from peak to peak. The hat to be bound with 
black silk lace, to show one iiu h ami a iiUHrit r on each side. In the fold at each end of the 
hatf a tasael will be worn, formed uf dve gold aud five blue bullions; aud ou the front or 
tight fan a black-silk cockade four and a half inches in diameter. 

Trhe Admiral, Vice«Adniiral, Kcar-Adiriirals, Commodores, and StafT-Oflficers of relative 
rank, will wear over the cockade a loop of six gold bullions, half au inch in diameter, the 
two inner bullions to be twisted togetner, with a small nav j button in the lower end of the 
loop. 

AU other offieere entitled to wear cocked hats will wear over the' cockade a loop formed of 

four ffoM b;illi<iii>. tiircf-eij^lifhs of an inch in illaineter. not t\vi>tci], with a small iiavy bat> 
ton in the lower end of the loop. The cocked hut is aiwa^;i to be woru with epaulets. 

The cap to be of dark-blue cloth ; diameter of the top to be the same as the base ; quar- 
ters not less than one and a quarter uor more than one inch and a half wide in front, sln|iing 
gradually ; and to be not less than one-half nor more than three-quarters of an inch wide at 
the back of the cap. The seam around the tip to be without a welt, and neatly stitched on 
each side. Band to be one inch and a half wide, with a welt one-eighth of an inch in diam- 
eter at the top, aud a welt one-eighth of an inch in diameter one quarter of au inch from tiie 
base of the cap. A plain black-ribbed silk band will be worn between the upper and lower 
welts. Visor to be of black patent-leather, bound, green tmderneath, and not less than one 
and a half uor more than one and three- (juartc-rs of au inch wide in front, and rouuded, 
aa per pattern. The inside band to be of stout pasteboard, aud to extend from the base of 
the cap to within one-qnarter of an inch of the tip. The sweat and inside Uniogs to be of 
uncolored morocco. The cap in front is to he not less than two and a half nor more than 
three inches in height, according to siae, with £>nr black metal ejrelets inserted in. the top 
for ventilation. 

During rainy weather only, a black glazed silk cover may be worn over the cap. 

Whenever it is considered conducive to comfort or health, white cap.s of the regulation 
pattern, or white-linen cap-covers, will be worn by olliccrs ou shipboard within the tropics, 
or elsewhwre in veiy hot weather, as directed hj the Commanding Officer of the vessel or 
station. 

CAP ORNAMENTS. 

The cap ornament for all commissioned otHccrs of the Navy and Midshipmen after gradaa- 
lion will be a silver shield with two crossed anchors in gold, arranged as per pattern. A 
gold cord of the same pattern as the one now worn by the Midshipmen at the Naval Acad- 
emy will be worn on tiie frotit of the caj) by all officers. 

Warrant-Officers will wear two gold embroidered anchors crossed ; each anchor one and a 
halt inch long. 

Mates will wear a ])lain anchor one inch and a qnarter long, emhroidared in gold, and 
placed in a vertical po.sitiuu. 

Clerks will wear a foul anchor on the front of the cap, with a gold cord, the same as that 
worn by Midshipmen at the Academy. 

STR.\W HATS. 

In tropical climates, oi <lui ing warm seasons, ofHcers may wear white ."traw hats under 
the same restrict ions: an in the ca.se of jackets ; tlie body of the bat to be not more than three 
and a half nor less than two aud a half inches in height, and the brim, without lining, not 
more than three and a half nor less than two inches in width, with a plain band of olack 
ribbon. 
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SWORD AND SWORD-BELTS. 

The sword for all officers sliall lie .i cut-iiutl-tbrast blade, not less tlmn twenty-six nor more 
than twenty-nine inches Ions; half-ba.-:iket hilt; grip white; scabbards of black leather; 
motintings of yellow gilt ; ana all aa per pattern. 

Midshipmen may wear, on bout-dttl^, a dirk, as per pattern. 

The dress-sword belt of the Admiral and Vice- Admiral will be of navy-blue cloth with a 
small ^old cord around the edge, and one strip of fpold-embnridered white-oak leaves, one- 
half inob wide, runi:iiif^ thronph the center, us per pattern, 

Tlie sliutr-straps to be of blue cloth with a small gold thread around the edge. The full- 
dress sword-belts fur the grades below the zank of Vice-Admiral will be of blue webbing with 
gold cord woven in, as per pattern. 

The drefls-sword belt Is to be worn with epanlets, &o. 

The service-dress sword belt for all oIIkti ';, shall be of plain black g:laze.l It ntlicr. m ; ^ .^s 
than one inch and a half nor moro tbau two im-hes wide, with slings of the same not less 
than ono-half nor more than three-quarters of an inch -wide, and a hook in the forward 
ring^ to suspend the sword. BeU>plate of yellow gilt in front, two inches in diameter. The 
belt to be worn over the coat. 

!^ WORD- KNOT. 

For a!! officers, except Mates, Clerks, Boatswains, Gunners, Carpenters, and Sailmaker.s, 
shall he a strap of gold lace twenty-four inches long, including the tassel, gold slide, tassel 
of twelve gold bullions, one inch and three-qaarters long, indoidng five blao bolUons, with 
basket- worked bead. 

BUTTONS. 

Shall be gilt, convex, anu < t -liree sizes in exterior diameter; large, seven-eighths of an 
inch ; medium, seven-tenths of au inch ; and small, nine-sixteenths of an inch. Each size 
is to have the same device. 

MIDSHIPMEN AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 

J.\CKEr. 

The jacket to have a standing collar, one inch and a quarter high, with a plain anchor, 

one inch and a quarter in lengfb, embroidered in gold, and placed in a horizontal position, 
on each end of the collar. To be made ol dark navy blue cloth, double-breasted, with two 
rows of medium-size navy buttons on the breast, nine in each row ; cnfb dosed, with three 
small-size navy buttons along the seam. 

Dress-parade jackets will have around the edge of the collar a strip of navy gold lace, 
one-eighth of an inch wide. Flu se j iLkuts only to bo wom at dress-parade, official occa- 
sions, visits of ceremony, and Sunday 

CAP ORN.\MENT. 

The cap will have a plain anchor, one inch and a quarter in length, embroidered in gold, 

and placed iu a vertical p islriuii. A dotihle gold cord, looped and fastened at each end by 
a small-sized navy button, will be worn for the slidiug-strap. 

PETTY OFl ICKKS, SEAMEN, ETC. 

UNIFORU-DRESS FOR PETTY OFFJCERS, REAMBN, FIREMEN, COAL-UEAVERB, ORDINARY 

SEAMEN, LANDSMEN, AND BOYS. 

Ifaster-at-Arms, Miuliiuists, and Apothecaries will wear single-breasted sack-coata, 
with a row of five medium-size navy buttons on the right breast. 

For muster, these sack-coats will be made of navy-blue cloth, and for working-suits they 
will be made of navy-blue flannel. 

They will be allowed to wear white cotton or linen shirts (in place of duck-frocks with 
tum-over collars) and uniform vests, with six small-size navy buttons, and pl^ blue- 
doth caps, with visors. 

Masters-at-Arms will (in addition to the Petty-OflScers' device on the sleeve above the 
elbow) wear, on both sleeves of the cn.ir, a white five-pointed star, one and one-quarter of an 
inch in diameter, over a white foul anchor one and one-quarter of an inch long ; to be placed 
in the position of the gold star worn on the sleeves of Line-Officers, and worked in white silk 
or thread, or made of other suitable materia!. 

Coxswams of Commanders-in-Chief will (in addition to the Petty-Officers' device on 
the sleeve above the dhow) wear, on each side of the collar of their jackets and frocks, 
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three inches from the front, two cross-anchors, each one and three-auarters of an inch in 
length, miidAoftOr worked in, white or blue sewing^materials, aeoording to the eolor of the 
garment, the white upon blue garmentf, and rirr rrrsa. 

Coxswains of othtT Commaiidinf^ OlHcers will {\u adJiliou to tbe Pftty-Officers' device 
on the sleeve below the elbow) wear, in the same position as the Coxswains of Com* 
manders-io-Cbief, a single foal anchor ooe and ene-half of an inch in length, on each side of 
the ooltar of their jackets and frocks ; to be worked in, or made o( white or blue sewing* 
materials, according to the color of the garment, the white opon bine garments, and vim 

versa. 

The Chief or Signal Quarterma.ster will (in addition to tlie Petty-Officers' device on 
the sleeve above the elbow) wear, on both sleeves, in front, half-way between the edge of 
the sleeve and the elbow, a double marine-glass, one and one-half of an inch in length, 
worked in, or made of, white or bliii> sewing-inateri.il.s, aecordiiij to the color ot the gar- 
ments, the white upon blue garments, and rice versa. Other Quartermasters will wear tbe 
same device, but upon one sraeve onlj, the right or left, according as they belong to the star* 
board or port watch. 

Machinists will (in addition to the Petty OAicers' device on the sleeve above the elbow) 
wew on both sleeves, in front, balf>way between the edge of tbe sleeve and the elbow, a 
badge representing a paddle-wheel, with a five-pointed star above, to be worked in or made 
'of white or blue sewing^materials, according to tbe color of the garment — the white upon 
blue gariiti rit-i, and rice versa. 

The Chief Boatswain's Mate will (in addition to the Petty Officers* device on the 
sleeve above tbe elbow) wear on both sleeves, in front, half-way between the edge of the 
s!( r v(' and the elbow, a fonl anchor otie and one-half of an inch in length, placed vertically, 
and to be worked in ur made of white or blue sewing-uiateiials, according to the color of the 
garment — tbe white upon bine garments, and rice versa. Other Boatswains' Mates will wear 
me same device, but upon one sleeve only— the right or left, according as they belong to the 
starboard or port watch. 

Seaman Gunners will (in inMitioii (o the Petty Otficers' device on the sleeve above the 
elbow) wear on both sleeves, in front, half-way between the edge of tbe sleeve and tiie 
elbow, a badge representing two crossed cannon, with mazzles downward, each one and 
one-qnarter of an inch in length, with a five-pointed star above, to be worked in or made of 
white or blue .sewing-materials, according to the color of tbe garment — tbe white upon blue 
garments, and rice versa. 

Gnoners' Mates will wear tbe same device, with exception of the star. Quarter Gun- 
ners will wear the same device, bnt npon one sleeve only — ^the right or left, according as 
they liclong to ihe starboard or port watch. 

Carpenters' Mates will (in addition to the Petty Officers' device on the sleeve above 
the elbow) wear on both sleeves, in front, half-way between tbe edge of the sleeve and the 
elbow, in an inclined position, a broad-ax, lielved, two and oue-iinnrter iuche.s in length, to 
be made of or woiked in white or blue sewing-material.s, accurJiug to the color of the gar- 
ment—the white npon blue garments, and vice, versa. 

Captains of Forecastle will (in addition to the Petty Officers' device on tbe sleeve 
above tbe elbow) wear on the right or left sleeve, in front, according as thoy belong to the 
starboard or jxn-t watch, two cro.s.<eil anchors, with the stocks upward, each one and tlirce- 
qaarters of an inch in leugtb, and half-way between the edge of tbe sleeve and tbe elbow, 
to be worked in or made of white or blue sewing-materials, according to the color of tbe gar* 
nient — the white upon blue garments, and ric« versa. 

Capt'iinis of Tops will i^iu addition to the Petty Officers' device on the sleeve above the 
elbow) wmr on the right or left sleeve, in front, accoriling as they belong to the starboard 
or port watch, a worked open figure-of-eight knot, one and three-quarters of an inch in 
length, placed vertically balf*way between the edge of the sleeve and the elbow, to be 
worked in or ma<lc ofVhite or blue scwing-materialSt accoidiim> to the ootor of the gar- 
ment — the white upon blue garments, and vice versa. 

Sailraakers' Hates will (in addition to the Petty Officers' device on the sleeve above 
tbe elbow) wear on both sleeves, in front, half-way between the edge of the sleeve and the 
elbow, a fid, one inch and a half in leugtb, placed vertically, to be worked in or made of 
white or blue !>ewiug-materials, according to the color of the garment— the white npon bine 
garmeuts, and vice versa. 

All Line Petty Officers will wear on their right sleeve, above the elbow in front, an 
eagle and anchor, of not more than two inches iu length, with a star of one inch in diameter 
one inch above it, the whole to be placed vertically, and made of or worked iu white or blue 
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sowitip:-materiab,ascordiiig to the color of the gament— the white upon blae garment«,and 

vice versa. 

All other Petty OtTiccrs ami First-class Firemen, except officers* Stewards, will wear the 
same device on the left sleeve, but without the star. 
The outside clothing for Petty Officers not previously specifieJ, Spamen, Firemen, and 

Co;il-hi'fivers, Onlinury Seamen, Liiii'lstnoii, and Boys, lV>r muster, shiili consist of blue- 
cloth jackets and trousers, or bine wnolou frocks : blue-cloth caps, without visors ; cap> 
bands, to be of black ribbon, one and one quartcr of an inch wide, with the name of the 
vessel to which they are attached painted dti them in yellow or gWt letters. 

In warm weather, or within the troiiie.s, it shall consist of white linen or duck frocks, and 
blue or white trousers ; blue-eloth caps, without visors, or white sennit hats, as the Com« 
manding Officer may direct ; hat or cap bands to be of black ribbon^ with the name of the 
vessel to which tbey are attached painted on them, as prescribed above ; black-silk neck- 
erchiefs, and shoes or boots, j>ropeily clenned. 

The blue-flannel frocks for Petty Oiiicers and other enlisted men are to be cut sufficiently 
long to descend to the knee-cap, so as to allow fur shrinkage ; the back and breast to be of 
double thickness, and to descend four im-hes below the line of the shoulder-blades ; to have 
two pockets in the breast, and the breast to be fastened with tive small pearl buttons, in lieu 
of white tape heretofore nsed. The cull's u> be of double thickness. 

The collars and cuffs of all frocks to be made of blue flannel. 

Three stripes of tape, to be thrpe-sixteenths of an inch wide, one-quarter of an inch apsrt. 

and laid on one-quarter of an inch from the edfje of tlie collar of the frock, with a three-quarter- 
inch white star in each corner ; the collar of the frock to be nine inches. The different 
ratings of the men are to be indicated by the stripes on the cuiTs. 

Those for Lundsmcn. Coal-heavers, and I'uvs simll have one stripe of blue dunparee or blue 
tape around tiie cull', one-half inch wi le, one inch and one-half from the lower edge. 

For Ordinary Seamen and ScconJ-ehiss Firemen two stripes, one-quarter of an inch apart. 
For Seamen, three stripes ; and for Petty Officers, four stripes. On the blue frocks there 
shall be stripes of white tape one-half inch wide, sewed on m the same manner. 

Naval Apprentices will wear the letter A on the riplit or left sleevo of their jackets and 
frock, according as they beloup: to the starboard or port w atch, to be placed half-way be- 
tween Uie edge of the sleeve and the elbow, and to be not less than one and a half nor more 
than two inches lougr ; and made of or worked in blue or white fewino^-materials, according 
to the color of the garment — the white upon blue parmeuts, and rice versa. 

All enlisted men are to wear, upon proper occasions, a working-suit, to consist of a 
jumper and pair of overalls, made of linen duck; the collar of the jumper to be three inches 
deep, of the same material, and the edges to be bound with white tape. 

Ships' Writers Avillwear the letter W on the front of the left sleeve of tlicir jackets and 
Irocks, half-way between the edge of the sleeve and the elbow, to be from ono and one-halt 
to two inches long, and made of or worked in blub or white sewing^mateirials, according to 
the color of the garment — the white upon blue garments, and vice versa. 

Ships' Schoolmasters will wear the letter S on the front of the left sleeve of their jackets 
and frocks, half-way betweeu the edge of the sleeve and the elbow, to be ftom one and one- 
half to two inches long, and made of or worked in blue or white sewing-materials, according 
to the color of the garment-^the white npon blue garments, and vice vena. 

Caps for all Petty OfKct'rs not otherwise specified, and for enlisted men, will be uni- 
form both in shape and color, and in the length of bow to the draw-ribbon. White-linen 
cap-covers may be worn within the tropics and elsewhere in very hot weather. The cap- 
covers to be made a plain circle, a little larger than the circumference of the cap, with a neat 
white cord or narrow tape draw-string; and when tied on the cap, to be not more than half 
, an inch below the rounded part of uie top of the Cap. ThA draW'Sfaring is to be fastened 
behind in a small, neat knot. 

Stewards of Commanderi-hi-Chief, of other Commanding Officers, and of wardroom messes, 
will wear blue cloth or flannel jack( ts, with rolling collar, to be double-breasted, with two 
rows of medium-size navy buttons, six in each row, and plain blue-cloth caps, with visors, 
and with or without covers. On special occasions they may be directed to wear citisens* 
clothes. 

All sennit hats are to be uniform in shape. The height of the crown to be two and one- 
half inches, the brim to be three inches in width, and without lining. 

Hat-ribbons are to be one inch and a quarter wide, and must be uniform both in width 
aod in length of the tie-bow* The lettering is to be of gitt or yellow color, and must be the 
saine in character and sise for the whole ship's company. 
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Petty Officers and others who have received " medaU of honor " from tUe Seereteiy of the 
Navy will be enconraged to wear them at {^oneral muster and on all other soitabia oeeailoiuj. 
Thev will also be allowed to wear a star, from thrc'o-(juait''rs to seveu-oighths of an inch in 
diameter, on the left breast of their frocks and jackets, as a distinction. 

The frocks (blue and white) are to be fnrnlsbed by the paymasters, so as to conform in 
design with the fongdng uniform, with the ezoeptiou of the sleeve and caff marlu. 

WATCH-MARKS. 

The first part of the watch will wear one bar made of white tape or bine material, accord* 
ingtothe color of tlit^ t'loi k, ono-half of an inch wide and one inch and a qn;irter lon^, to 
beplaceU horizontally on the liout part of the sleeve, one inch below the shuuldcr-seain. 

Tbn s«cond part of the watch will wear two bars, one-half an inch apart, parallel to each 
other and placed horizontally, the upper bar to be one inch below the shoulder-seam. 

The starboard watch will wear the watch-marks on the right arm, and the port watch will 
wear them on the left ami. 

Petty Officers, with special arm-devices indicating starboard and port watches, will not be 
reqniTMl to wear other watch^marks. 

It is strictly enjoined upon Comman l inrs of stn?ion< and Commandinfj Officers of the Xrivy 
to see that the foregoing regulutiou.s are complied with iu every respect, aud to require all 
deviations firom them to be corrected.

•* He shall, whenever he orders officers and men to take charge of a prize and proceed to 
the United States, and whenever officers and men are sent from his ship, for ichuttter cnusi , 
take care that each man be furnished with a complete statement of his account, specifying 
the date of Us enlistment and the period and tiie terms of his service, which aeeoant shall 
be signed by the Commanding Officer ami I'tirser." 

Tbeae requirements must be strictly complied with, and, in addition, duplicate statements 
must be forwarded to the Paymaster of tbe vessel or station to which the men are sent, to> 
gather with a descriptive list of the men sent, according to the form here annexed :
